. . The proposal to build 
the Newport “D” station, 
meaning that the SEC 
will continue to occupy 
the site for at least an- 
other 30° years, is in- 
compatible with such a 
park. 

It has been argued that 
the station site will be at- 
tractively landscaped, 
and that the buildings 
will be modern and 
cleanelined. 

One fact remains, how- 
ever,, The main buildin, 
will be 67 metres (220 ft. 
high, and the chimney 
stack close to 200 metres 
(650 ft.). 

A structure of these 
proportions is completely 
out of scale with the rest 
of the area. 

" The impact of the main 
building can be gauged 
from the fact that the 
existing 67 metres stacks 
are visible over a wide 
radius. 

The new stack will, of 
course, dominate the 
whole municipality. 

At present there is a 
very marked increase in 
property values in the 
southern end of the dis- 
trict, even though the 
average block size is 
larger, and the houses are 
newer in the north. - 

More industrial de- 
velopment in the north 
will further depress 
values in Newport. 

This valuation 
gradient already has un- 
desirable side effects, 
such as excessive muni-

Works ratés in the high- 
ly-valued southern parts 
of the town. : 
~ Redevelopment of the 
river front area as a 
park .would do a great 
deal to improve the 
amenity of the Newport 
area, and should redress 
the valuation imbalance. 
Possible alternative 
land uses for the New- 
port site have been dis- 
cussed in detail by Weir 
(1975), as a model for 
land use evaluation. 
Weir points out that the 
opportunity cost of the 
site has never been taken 
into account in consider- 
ing alternatives to New- 
port. 


Dock conflict 


The question of the ef- 
fect of the Newport “D” 
station on air quality con- 
cerns the whole 
metropolitan area, and 
possibly beyond, 

As the air case will be 
covered exhaustively by 
other submissions, we 
shall do no more than 
call attention to recent 
work which suggests that 
the ingrediénts of © pho- 
tochemical smog may 
originate a jong way 
from their final point of 
detection, 


On the other hand, the 
effects of the hot water 
discharge from the sta- 
tion, and its interactions 
with the reclamation of 
Hobson’s Bay, proposed 
in the Melbourne Harbor 
Trust’s development 
plans, are a matter of 
considerable local con- 
cern, a 

It can be seen in the 
Trust’s plans for the ex- 
tensions to Webb Dock, 
that the two last stages 
of the development ef- 
fectively cut across the 
cooling pond needed by 
Newport “D", and pro- 
vided by the bay in its 
present open state. 

The conservation 
society has persistently 
pointed out this conflict 
since the Trust’s plans 
were first published in 
1972, but it has never re- 
ceived a satisfactory 
answer, 

The attention of the 
panel is drawn to the 
transcript of the prov 
ceedings before the State 
Development Committee! 
inquiry into port utili- 
sation and development 
in Victoria (4/10/76). 

Clearly we have two 
major projects competing 
for the same resource, 

This underlines our 
view that Williamstown, 
‘is in danger of being sub- 
merged by large-scale des 
velopments which will 
destroy its amenity an 
character. 

The water cooling pond 
between the Strand and 
the proposed Webb Dock 
is completely unaccep- 
table, and would prob- 
ably breach the present: 
EPA guidelines for the 
Yarra. mouth segment of 
Port Phillip Bay. 

Apart from the effect 
on the small boat ancho> 
tage and nearby residen- 
tial areas due to further 
weed growth in already 
weedy waters, The 
Strand is one of the last 
significant bird habitats 
on the lower Yarra, and 
attracts hundreds of 
weekend visitors. 
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It is. difficult -to- see’ 
how the conflict between 
the cooling’ pond and the 


dock could be resolved tof 


avoid these ill effects, ex- 
cept by costly works. 


These could be a pipe- 
line to carry the hot 
water out into the open 
bay, or modification or 
resiting of the proposed 
docks, : 

Since one of the ‘al- 
ternative sites could be at 
Point Gellibrand, with in- 
creased noise, dust and 
traffic through Williams- 
town as a result, we 
would oppose such a so- 
lution... 


It might be opportune 
to point out here that an 
earlier attempt at dock’ 
development at Point 
Gellibrand was halted by 
a Trades Hall ‘Council 
work ban in 1964, follow- 
ing vigorous protests by 
local residents. 
The costs of resolving 
the cooling pond conflict 
should be debited against 
the Newport site. For 
example: The extra cost 
of locating the Webb 
Dock at Fishermen's 
Bend has been estimated 
at $30-$40 million (State 
Development Committee 
4/10/76). : 
Regardless of the other 
arguments for and 
against the proposed 
" power station, the society 

can only regard its siting 
at Newport as an 
example of subsidisation 
of a major project by 
residents of our older and 
inner suburbs. 


The subsidy comprises 
environmental degrada- 
tion which is difficult to 
cost, and the more tan- 
gible depression in 
property values, 
,, There is plenty of evi- 
dence that the residents 
of these areas are already 
disadvantaged, and they 
should not b éxpected to 
shoulder costs which 
ought to be borne by the 
whole community.

Members of that fel- 
jowship have been work- 
ing with the group, 

“No one understands 
the illness better than 
those who suffer from 
it,” said Ms. Sonenberg. 

Another important 
function of the centre 
would be gathering sta- 
tistics, information and 
the incidence of alcohol- 
ism and drug dependence 
in the community. 

“This area has been 
generally neglected and 
there has been no deep 
study of the problem of 
alcholism,” said Mrs. So- 
nenberg. 

“If we can determine 
the extent of its existance 
then we can. know what 
facilities are necessary. 

“We believe that alco- 

hol abuse is reaching epi- 
demic proportions around 
Australia. It is one of our 
major health problems.” 
' Although it is not the 
group’s task to suggest 
ways of running the pro- 
posed centres, it hopes 
that community edu- 
cation will be an impor- 
tant function. 

“Driver education is 
one aspect of this and the 
public needs to be edu-
